with the policy and procedure, as detailed in the aforesaid Public Notice. 
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3 . It may be noted that the goods must be cleared from the Afghan Custom 
borders within the validity period of the transit cert Acate , and the evidence of 
translt having taken place during the validity of the Transit Certificate should be 
produced , else the goods will not be allowed clearance . 


4 . The applications for permite should be submitted to the licenging authority 
coneerned within the validity period of the Transit Certifcate alongwith T . R , etc . 


6 . The last date for fulllment obligation upto 100 % may be deemed to have been 
extended upto 318t August, 1967. 


6 . The already registered new comers may effect imports according to the terms 
and conditions, as laid down in the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 61 / ITCH 
(PN ) / 86 dated 7th May , 1988 . The period of export of non - traditional goods to 
Alghanistan which was from 1st February to 31st December, 1968 is hereby extend 
ed upto 30th June, 1967 .
